mine of the Pittsburg-Bnffalo fo a l 
company 
at 
M arianna, 
forty 
miles 
south of h»*r»*, w here an explosion 
killed m any men and cast into gloom 
w hat was until then considered the 
model mining towrn of the world. 
T here is no doubt that the death 
11 -»t will reach 138 men. 
Officials of 
the 
company, 
who 
had 
previously 
stated that not over 125 had been 
killed, row admit that 138 men went 
down the shaft to work. 
According 
♦o the miners and others fam iliar with 
the num ber of men generally employed 
In th e mine the death list will exce< d 
the company's estim ate by at least 
fifty. 
Fifty-two 
bodies 
have 
brought to the s u rfa c e in th» 
buckets. 
Arms, legs or beads 
m issing from some and the trunks of 
others were burned, bruised and cut. 
Two of the m en taken from the 
m ine bad been suffocated and their 
bodies were not even s« ratehed. 
One 
of ihese was .lohn Kill, a cousin of 
John H. Jones, president of the Pitts- 
burg-Puffalo Coal company, ow ners of 
th e mine, w ho was employ» d as head 
tim ekeeper. 
Kill's 
body 
was found 
hi neath a coal digging m achine and 
it was apparent that the young man 
had crawled there in a vain effort to 
escape the deadly fumes. 
The coroner of W ashington count v 
held a m eeting to organize a Jury and 
then adjourned until all of the bodies 
have been taken from the mine. 
T he opinion is* «*\pressed by a num ­ 
ber of expert m iners that the mine 
will not he cleore»! of victims for sev­ 
eral days. 
A small fire broke out In the mine 
b u t was extinguished. 
Conditions about the mouth of the 
mine w«*re disagreeable all day. 
A 
drizzllnr rain fell and the w eather 
grew cold. 
Many relatives of the vic­ 
tim s stood all day close to the ropes 
around the shaft, but there were few 
of the harrow ing scenes usually asso­ 
ciated with a mine explosion. 
Most 
of the relatives are English-speaking 
people, who bear their grief i*» silence. 
It is estim ated that one-fourth of the 
\ie tim s are Americans. 
As 
rapidly 
m possible the wrork of rescue is be­ 
ing carried on. 
At 
short 
Intervals 
n»-w men are sent into the mine to re 
lleve others searching for the dead 
Owing to the dangerous gases and 
the m ass of wreckage in the mine the 
rescue work is slow’ and is being car­ 
ried on with great precaution. 
Ex­ 
perts from 
Pennsylvania and 
West 
Virginia are in charge of the work of 
exploration.

IN COLORADO 


Heaviest Fall of Snow Ever Re­ 


corded in That State. 


PARTY RUN DOWN BY A TRAIN 


Woman Killed and Husband and Son 


Injured. 


Stevens 
Point, Wis„ Nov. 30.—A 
sad sequel to W ednesday night’s c y ­ 
clone was enacted when Mr. and Mrs. 
John D. l^angosky and four children 
w ere run down by the afternoon ex­ 
press train from the west on the WiS 
eonsln Central bridge over the Wis­ 
consin river. 
They heard tlfe train 
coming and were hurrying to escape 
when it came In sight around a sharp 
curve. 
T hree of the children ran ahead and 
got off, but the man and wife and 
youngest, son were caught about ten 
feet from the «»rid of the bridge. 
T he top of the w om an’s head was 
ground off under the w’heels and her 
body was thrown off the track to the 
rocks, sixteen feet below. 
The father and son were knocked 
ofT to the rocks below, the form er’s 
elbow being shattered and the latter 
sustaining a fatal fracture of the skull. 
T he victims were among the crowd 
of several thousand sightseers who 
had gone over the track of the cy­ 
clone to view the ruins. 


Denver, Nov. 30.—The eastern por­ 
tion of Colorado has been visited by 
one of th e heaviest falls of snow ever 
experienced in this section, at som«- 
points a new record being established. 
The entire plains country east of here 
was Included in the visitation. 
It is 
there that the railroads experienced 
rhe greatest difficulty, but reports in- 
cate that delays are not serious.

T here had been little wind and the 
tem peratu re was mild but now a brisk 
breeze has started, which bids fair to 
change to freezing blasts.

Guthrie, Okla., Nov. 30.— As the re­ 
sult of a forty-eight hour dow npour in 
the valley of the Cottonwood river and 
its trubutarles, the Cottonwood over­ 
flowed here. 
Several hundred homes 
are partially under w ater in W est 
G uthrie and 3,000 people are homeless.

They have driven hack the 
governm ent troops m any miles and 
have seized the towns of Miragoane 
and Petit Goave. 
It is believed th a t

of war. who took r< luge in the Ger­ 
man consul ite at lie- form er town, is 
still there, but it is feared that there 
" ill be m any desertions of H aytien.- 
to the revolutionary army. 
President Nord Alexis has energet 
icaliy rejected the suggestion which 
has been m ade to him that he give 
up tlie struggle and ihe government 
is now actively engaged in organising 
its 
fore.-s 
for 
a strong 
resistan ce. 
T hree divisions of well 
disciplined 
troops under command of General An 
dr» , m inister of interior and police, 
occupy a position about six miles out 
Side of the city. 
These troops are 
entrenched at the convergence of the 
throe reads and the> hold a <ominan»l 
ing position. 
The south approach to the city is 
being fortified an.! the forts by '< >t< n 
an»! Morcredi, mount ing m odern ar 
tlljery, command the road. 
Just how long it will take the revo­ 
lutionists to traverse th»- road from 
Mlrogoane, which Is about fifty miles 
from Port au Prince, Is a m atter of 
doubt, but -as there are no govern* 
m* nt forces to check them , they are 
likely to reach ihis city within forty- 
eight hours. 
The engagem ent will be 
serious and it Is thought forces may 
be landed from the w arships now in 
the harbor for the purpose of prevent­ 
ing pillage and injury to the foreign 
residents. 


Excitement in the City. 


At present there is considerable ex 
cltem ent in this city, for while ther< 
have beeu m any revolutions in Hayti 
none have been so successful at th»» 
outset as th»* present. 
General Simon, 
who was com m ander of the D epart­ 
m ent of the South for tw enty years, 
it recognized as a strong man and an 
exceedingly popular one. 
He w as or­ 
dered abou» a m onth ago by President 
Nord Alexis to come to this city and 
confer with the president on political 
m atters, but fearing that if he «lid so 
his life would be in danger, General 
Simon declined to obey th e order and 
made ready to repel any attack of the 
governm ent. 
He had a strong follow­ 
ing, at Aux (’ayes and when he was 
declared a rebel, thousands flocked to 
his banner in th a t town and the towns 
of Jeiem ie and Aquin. 
His success 
in forcing General Leconte and bis 
followers, who had been sent to Aux 
Cuyes by the president to overcom e 
the revolutionists, to flee and his later 
success in routing the forces under 
General 
Celestln 
at 
Anse a 
Veau, 
have 
probably 
brought 
m any m ore 
la jtie n s to his command.

In addition to this the sea blockade 
of three ports instituted by the gov­ 
ernm ent has proved a failur»». 
S team ­ 
ers of th»> regular lines are touching

blockade in name only. 
The United States cruiser Tacoma 
and the French training ship Duguay 
T rouln are now in the harbor and the 
British cruiser Scylla and the italian 
cruiser Fieram osa are

days.

ARE RECOVERED 


Fifty-two Taken From Mine at 


Marianna, Pa. 


MOST OF THEM MUTILATED 


No Doubt Now That the List of Dead 


W ill Total On* Hundred and Thirty- 


Eight Men— Relative* of the Victims 


Stand About the Mouth of the Pit 


But the Usual Harrowing 
Scenes 


Are Missing. 


Pittsburg, 
Nov. 
30.—Fifty-two 
bodies, all but two of them horribly 
mutilated, and a number of them dis 
membered, have been taken from the 
mine of the Pittsburg-Buff alo Coal 
company 
at 
Marianna, 
forty 
miles 
south of here, where an explosion 
killed many men and cast into gloom 
what was until then considered the 
model mining town of the world. 
There is no doubt that the death 
list will reach 138 men. 
Officials of 
the 'company, 
who 
had 
previously 
stated that not over 125 had been 
killed, row admit that 138 men went 
down the shaft to work. 
According 
to the miners and others familiar with 
the number of men generally employed 
in the mine the death list will exceed 
the company’s estimate by at least 
fifty. 
Fifty-two 
bodies 
have 
been 
brought to the surface in tho iron 
buckets. 
Arms, legs or heads were 
missing from some and the trunks of 
others were burned, bruised and cut. 
Two of the men taken from the 
mine had been suffocated and their 
bodies were not even scratched. 
One 
of these was John Ivill. a cousin of 
John H. Jones, president of the Pitts- 
burg-Buffalo Coal company, owners of 
the mine, who was employed as head 
timekeeper. 
Ivill’s body was found 
beneath a coal digging machine and 
it was apparent that the young man 
had crawled there in a vain effort to 
escape the deadly fumes. 
The coroner of Washington county 
held a meeting to organize a jury and 
then adjourned until all of the bodies 
have been taken from the mine. 
The opinion is1 expressed by a num­ 
ber of expert miners that the mine 
WMH not be cleared of victims for sev­ 
eral days. 
A small fire broke out in the mine 
but was extinguished. 
Conditions about the mouth of the 
mine were disagreeable all day. 
A 
drizzling rain fell and the weather 
grew cold. 
Many relatives of the vic­ 
tims stood all day close to the ropes 
around the shaft, but there were few 
of the harrowing scenes usually asso­ 
ciated with a mine explosion. 
Most 
of the relatives are English-speaking 
people, who bear their grief in silence. 
It is estimated that one-fourth of the 
victims are Americans. 
As rapidly 
as possible the work of rescue is be­ 
ing carried on. 
At short intervals 
new men are sent into the mine to re­ 
lieve others searching for the dead. 
Owing to the dangerous gases and 
the mass of wreckage in the mine the 
rescue work is slow and is being car­ 
ried on with great precaution. 
Ex­ 
perts from Pennsylvania and West 
Virginia are in charge of the work of 
exploration.

IN COLORADO 


Heaviest Fall of Snow Ever Re­ 


corded in That State. 


PARTY RUN DOWN BY A TRAIN 


Woman Killed and Husband and Son 
Injured. 
Stevens Point, Wis., Nov. 30.—A 
sad sequel to Wednesday night’s cy­ 
clone was enacted when Mr. and Mrs. 
John D. l^angosky and four children 
were run down by the afternoon ex­ 
press train from the west on the Wis 
consln Central bridge over the Wis­ 
consin river. 
They heard tlfe train 
coming and were hurrying to escape 
when it came in sight around a sharp 
curve. 
Three of the children ran ahead and 
got off, but the man and wife and 
youngest son were caught about ten 
feet from the end of the bridge. 
The top of the woman’s head was 
ground off under the wheels and her 
body was thrown off the track to the 
rocks, sixteen feet below. 
o 
The father and son were knocked 
off to the rocks below, the former’s 
elbow being shattered and the latter 
sustaining a fatal fracture of the skull. 
The victims were among the crowd 
[of several thousand sightseers who 
had gone over the track of the cy­ 
clone to view the ruins. 


Denver, Nov. 30.—The eastern por­ 
tion of Colorado has been visited by 
one of the heaviest falls of snow ever 
experienced in this section, at some 
points a new record being established. 
The entire plains country east of here 
was included in the visitation.

there that the railroads experienced 
The greatest difficulty, but reports in- 
cate that delays are not serious. 
Reports from Trinidad, in the south­ 
ern part of the state, say that twen­ 
ty inches of snow lies on the level in 
that section and in Northern New 
Mexico.

traversed by the Burlington road in 
the northern part of the state expe­ 
rienced the brunt of the storm in 
that section. 
From Yuma comes a 
report of a sixteen-inch snowfall and 
from Fort Morgan, about half way 
between Yuma and this city, fourteen 
Inches. 
The Union Pacific and Rook Island 
lines east are under a foot of snow, 
according to reports from Limon, a 
Junction point in Eastern Colorado. 
There had been little wind and the 
temperature was mild but now a brisk 
breeze has stilled, which bids fair to 
change to freezing blasts. 
Should 
this occur railroad traffic must be­ 
come seriously impeded and great 
losses to live stock might result.

Hundreds of Houses in West Guthrie, 
Okla., Undpr W ater. 
Guthrie, Okla., Nov. 30.—As the re­ 
sult of a forty-eight hour downpour in 
the valley of the Cottonwood river and 
Its trubutaries, the Cottonwood over­ 
flowed here. 
Several hundred homes 
are partially under water In West 
Guthrie and 3,000 people are homeless. 
The river is one foot higher than ever 
before in its history, and is rising 
twelve inches an hour. 
Street car 
service is completely at a standstill 
and the city’s water plant is under 
water. 
The 
Atchison, 
Topeka 
and 
Santa Fe roundhouse and shops are 
Inundated, and all railroad trains in 
and out of Guthrie have been an­ 
nulled.

Rebels Seize *.he To^ns of Mirragoane 


and Petit Goave— Minister of War 


Takes Refuge in the German Consu­ 


late— President Nord Alexis Active­ 


ly Engaged in Organizing His Forces 


for the Coming Battle. 


Port au Prince, Hayti, Nov. 30.— 
The revolutionists, under command of 
General Antoine Simon, the former 
commander of the Department of the 
South, following up their victory over 
the government 
forces at A use a 
Veau, 
are pushing on to 
Port an 
Prince. 
They have driven back the 
government troops many miles ami 
have seized the towns of Miragoane 
and Petit Goave. 
It is believed that 
General Celestin Cyriaque, minister 
of war. who took refuge in the Ger­ 
man consul ite at the former town, is 
still there, but it is feared that there 
will be many desertions of Haytiens 
to the revolutionary army. 
President Nord Alexis has energet 
ically rejected the suggestion which 
has been made to him that he give 
up the struggle and the government 
is now actively engaged in organizing 
its forces tor a strong resistance. 
Three divisions of well disciplined 
troops under command of General An 
(ire, minister of interior and police, 
occupy a position about six miles out­ 
side of the city. 
These troops are 
entrenched at the convergence of the 
throe reads and thej hold a command 
ing position. 
The south approach to the city is 
being fortified and the forts by ’■Seton 
and Mercredi, mounting modern ar 
tillery, command the road. 
Just how long it will take the revo­ 
lutionists to traverse the road from 
Milogoane. which is about fifty miles 
from Port au Prince, is a m atter of 
doubt, but -as there are no govern­ 
ment forces to cheek them, they are 
likely to reach this city within forty- 
eight hours. 
The engagement will he 
serious and it is thought forces may 
he landed from the warships now in 
the harbor for the purpose of prevent­ 
ing pillage and injury to the foreign 
residents. 


Excitement in the City. 
At present there is considerable ex­ 
citement in this city, for while there 
have been many revolutions iu Hayti 
none have been so successful at the 
outset as the present. 
General Simon, 
who was commander of the Depart­ 
ment of the South for twenty years. 
is recognized as a strong man and an 
exceedingly popular one. H e was or­ 
dered abou» a month ago by President 
Nord Alexis to come to this city and 
confer with the president on political 
matters, but fearing that if he did so 
his life would be in danger, General 
Simon declined to obey the order and 
made ready to repel any attack of the 
government. 
He had a strong follow­ 
ing. at Aux Cayes and when he was 
declared a rebel, thousands flocked to 
his banner in that town and the towns 
of Jeiem ie and Aqutn. 
His success 
in forcing General Leconte and his 
followers, who had been sent to Aux 
Cayes by the president to overcome 
the revolutionists, to flee and his later 
success in routing the forces under 
General Celestin at Anse a 
Veau. 
have probably brought many more 
laytiens to his command. 
» 
In addition to this the sea blockade 
of three ports instituted by the gov­ 
ernment has proved a failure. 
Steam­ 
ers of the regular lines are touching 
freely at those ports and it is a 
blockade in name only. 
The United States cruiser Tacoma 
and the French training ship Duguay 
Trouln are now in the harbor and the 
British cruiser Scylla and the Italian 
cruiser Fieramosa are expected to 
reach Port au Prince within a few 
days.

NEW LIGHT ON THE 


STEINHEIL MURDER 


AUTHOR APPbARS IN COUR 


Strengthens Conviction ot the 


Widow’s Guilt. 


Paris, Nov. 30.—All the new light 
thrown on the murder of Adolphe 
Steinheil and Madame Japy, which 
occurred on the night of May 31 at 
the home of the artist, only goes to 
strengthen the conviction that Ma­ 
dame Steinheil either strangled the 
victims alone after administering a 
narcotic or poison, subsequently bind­ 
ing herself to her bed, or had an ac­ 
complice in the person of a profession­ 
al criminal. 
■ 
The body of the murdered painter 
was disinterred and removed to the 
morgue, but the surgeons found that 
it was in such a state of decomposi­ 
tion as to make it an impossibility to 
perform a complete autopsy. 
They 
contented 
them selves 
with 
taking 
away the viscera for chemical analy­ 
sis, in order to discover if possible, 
traces of poison. 
The glasses found 
at the time of the murder will also be 
examined. 
It is now 
learned that Madame 
Steinheil was receiving the visits of 
another rich lover, in addition to Mau­ 
rice Borderni, and that she had prom­ 
ised each of them she would marry 
him in the event of her becoming 
widowed or divorced.
